structed by  the  resolution  of  the  recent  School  Convention, 
at  which  you  figured,  a  little  ;  and  by  which  you  were  shown 
as  considerably  behind  the  age,  in  which  you  live,  and  in 
which  you  essay  to  act  against  the  surrounding  elements  of 
humanity  and  progression  ?  Attempting  to  convert  our 
Common  Schools  to  hostile  Sectarian  Institutions  ! ! 

The  two  denominations  libelled,  arid  proscribed  by  you 
can  well  afford  to  look  down,  upon  you ;  and  despise  your 
puny  efforts  at  persecution — They  can  afford  to  pity  and 
forgive  your  impertinence  in  conkderation  of  what  circum- 
stances have  made  you,  and,  in  fact,  it  is  not  from  any  ap- 
prehension of  your  consequence,  that  you  are  entitled  to 
notice,  but  for  the  sake  of  such  weak  minds,  as  have  not 
yet  assumed  their  natural  right  to  think  for  themselves,  on 
religious  subjects,  without  priestly  ageiicy,  advice  and  per- 
mission. By  the  limits  which  I  have  prescribed  for  myself
